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REPORT OF SCHCOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Hancock ; 


It is gratifying to your School Board to be able to 
report more satisfactory results in the school work of the 
past year. These results have been obtained in part by 
following a more uniform and systematic course of study, 
by the use of some better text books, by a better attend- 
ance of the pupils, as the enlarged Roll of Honor and 
the average attendance of ninty percent will testify and 
especially by retaining some of the best of our old 
teachers and employing some excellent new ones. 


We wish to call attention to the fact that the State 
Aid Law of 1909 apportions money to the towns on the 
basis of average attendance and qualified teachers. 

By securing last term one teacher who is a Normal 
School graduate, and another who holds a permanent 
New Hampshire State teacher’s certificate, our district 
receives from the State $2.00 per week for each, pay- 
able next December. 


Through experience and observation we are con- 
vinced that in order to secure the best teachers, we must 
pay such salaries as they can command elsewhere and 
lengthen the school year. 


That means a larger sum of money for school pur- 
poses. People from the cities are fast purchasing all 


available real estate in our town and establishing homes 
here for their families. If we wish to retain them as 
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citizens we must make our schools equal to those in the 
places from which they have come. 


For new text books we have purchased Dodge’s 
Geographies, Hunt’s Spellers and the Scott and South- 
worth Language Books. 


Following the instructions of the district at the last 
school meeting, the town water was brought into the vil- 
lage school building and the faucet in the hall has 
proved a great convenience. ‘The village school house 
was also painted, and the No. 8 school building. Here 
also it became necessary to lay a new ftoor. 


If any of our citizens have pictures of our Presi- 
dents, great statesmen, poets, etc., for which they have 
no use, the School Board suggests that they be donated 
for the adornment of the walls of our school rooms and 
the inspiration of the children. 


The Board request all young children, who are to 
begin the first year work in school, to enter the schools at 
the opening of the fall term when the school year begins. 


According to amendments enacted at the last ses- 
sion of the General Court relating to school money, the 
School Board must in their annual report prior to the 
school meeting, notify the selectmen of the amount need- 
ed in addition to the regular schou: money. Hence we 
make the following statement.
